At a bankers’ meeting, where the talk had 
turned on why people saved, the president 
of a Chicago bank spoke up.

“If a new conference is called for 
the sole purpose of reducing needless, 
competitive war expenditures it may 
succeed. If it is intended to breed 


overseas dominions and their com- 
munity of interest with the United 
States. | 

As the protocol was framed, Japan. 
for example, might complain to the 
league against the exclusion of Jap- 
anese by the United States. If the 
league council decided to take juris- 
diction the United States would be sum- 
moned to put in its defense, and if it 
refused it would find the league ar- 
rayed with Japan. War might result 
with Japan and al] league powers on 
one side and the United States on the 
other. 

But if the league council should de- 
clare the immigration question domes- 
tic and Japan then should persist in 
attacking the United States Nippon, 
under the protocol, would become auto- 
matically an aggressor and subject to 
punishment by the league. 

Japan Changes Terms. 

Japan did not like that arrangement 
and. forced through an amendment un- 
der the terms of which Japan would 
not be deemed an aggressor unless it 
had previously failed to earry the dis- 
pute to the league. Japan then would 
be at liberty to attack the United States 
with impunity. 

This paving of the way for other 
nations to interfere with our immigra- 
tion policies aroused resentment in the 
United States, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, and South Africa, which hold 
the same attitude as does America to- 
ward Asiatic immigration. 

The British dominions resolved to 
reject the protacol and evinced such 
strong feelings on the subject that they 
refused pointblank to attend an empire 
conference on the protocol in London.

Not unrequited love, but a tilt with 
his father over money matters, was re- 
sponsible for the suicide in Juneau 
park, Milwaukee, of young Robert C. 
Minahan, Northwestern university 
freshman, an uncle of the victim de 
clared yesterday. 

“I believe the note signed ‘ Louise,’ 
which was found in Robert's pocket 
and purported to ena a love affair with 
him, was in fact written by Robert 
himself to divert suspicion from his 
real reason for killing himself,” gaid 
the uncle, who visited the lad’s class- 


mates at Evanston yesterday. 

“Robert had no _ intimate girl 
friends,” he continued.

“ All days of Lent from Ash Wednes- 
day, Feb. 25, to Holy Saturday noon,. 
April 11, Sundays excepted, are fast 
days of obligation for all the faithful, 
who have attained their twenty-first: -. 
year and are not otherwise lawfully! i 
dispensed. : : 

“Those obligated to fast under the 
general law of the church are re 
stricted to one full meal in the day, 
which may be taken at noon or in the 
evening, and to a collation not to ex- 
ceed ten ounces or the fourth part of 
an ordinary meal. Custom allows the 
use of some warm drink in the morn- 
ing, such as tea, coffee or chocolate 
with a piece of bread.’ 

Exceptions are made because of age, 
condition of health or hard manual 
work.
